Police Hold Him on Suspicion of Kill. 
ing James Fenton. 


Adolph Ludwig Meyer, No. 349 Elm street, 
is locked up at the East Chicago Avenue Po- 
lice Station on suspicion of having caused 
the death of James Fenton, aged 60 years, 
who fell dead while eating his luncheon at 10 
o’ clock last night. 

Mrs. Meyer was taken sick last Sunday 
and is in a dangerous condition. The police 
beliave that Meyer is also instrumental in 
bringing about her condition. The City 
Chemis. will today be asked to look for 
poison in certain foods which had been pre- 
pared by Meyer. 

Mrs. Meyer has been conducting a board 
ing-house at No. 349 Elm street, and James 
Fenton had been in her employ for seven- 
teen years as a porter. 

Meyer is 50 years old and came to Chicago 
in 1879. In. 1881 he was adjudged insane and 
sent to the Cook County Asylum. He was 
released several years later and went to 
Germany, where he remained a short time. 
Coming back to Chicago he was recom- 
mitted, spending eleven years in the Kanka- 
kee institution and two years at Elgin. He 
was released four years ago and has since 
been assisting his wife in running the board- 
ing-house.

CAGO AS R. W. SCHYKE. 


Russian, Suspected of Complicity in 
the Czar’s Death, Is Now at the Sea- 
board Attempting te Sail for Bu- 
rope— Arrangement with the Secret 
Service Officials to Betray the Se- 
erets of His American Compatriots 
in Return for a Pardon. 


The identity of George Krasnow, the Rus- 
sian student who was suspected of being 
one of the participants in the assassination 
of Emperor Alexander of Russia fifteen 
years ago, and who for the last ten years has 
been living in Chicago under an assumed 
name, was disclosed yesterday. 

The name by which he has been known to 
Chicagoans is said to be H. W. Schyke. His 
home has been No. 8616 Prairie avenue. Dur- 
ing his residence in Chicago he has worked 
fon a number of clothing firms, including 
Kuh, Nathan & Fischer, Meyer, Engle & Co., 
Simon Leopold & Co., and for the last year 
was proprietor of a furnishing goods store, 
No. 121 Monroe street. 

At No. 3616 Prairie avenue Krasnow 
boarded with Mr. Huffheimer.

Last Sunday Mrs. Meyer was seized with 
a sudden illness and was compelled to take 
to her bed.

Last night Mrs. Meyer complainedof feeling 
unusually weak and asked her husband to 
get her @ cup of tea.

Fenton took a sup of the ten. it is said, and 
suddenly clutched at his throat. His eyes 
seemed almost to start from his head as he 
gasped in agony. Then he threw up his 
hands and fell backward, dying almost in- 
stantly. 

A boarder ran up-stairs to inform Mrs. 
Meyer, and the sick woman tottered below 
to the basement. She knelt by the side of 
Fenton, and vainly begged him to speak to 
her, but the man was already cold in death. 
The woman fainted from weakness, and had 
to be carried back to her room. 

Lieut. Robert Laughran of the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station went to the house, and 
after investigation decided to place Meyer 
under arrest. The cup of tea and other 
edibles were removed to the statione for 
chemical examination. Fenton's body was 
removed to Rolston’s undertaking rooms. 
City Physician Huff was summoned to look 
after Mrs. Meyer. 

Meyer is a well-dressed pleasant appearing 
man, who answered the questions of the 
police with entire intelligence. He talked 
freely, explaining that melancholy had 
caused him to be declared insane. He denied 
emphatically that he had administered 
poison to Fenton, but admitted that he did 
not like the man, as he had been instrumental 
in having him sent to the asylum, and he be- 
lieved him to be in a conspiracy with his wife 
to have him returned to Elgin. 

Little is known of Fenton, except that he 
was a Canadian and is believed to be the 
possessor of considerable money, the re-

Nihilist Comes to Chicago. 

For ten years the Russian Government 
believed him dead, then an inkling of the 
fact he was in the land of the living reached 
St. Petersburg, and in 1803 one of the Rus- 
sian secret service agents named Tomach- 
anskei came to Chicago to effect his arrest, 
there being a reward of 25,000 rubles for him 
dead or alive. THE TRIBUNE printed a story 
telling of the mission of the Russian detec- 
tive, and Krasnow was spirited out of town, 
and the detective left without his man. 

The Russians of Chicago say they have 
spent $30,000 in protecting this man, and 
they regarded the money as well used un-

‘After arranging his papers yesterday 
Brigadier Fielding bade farewell to his official 
associates at Princess Rink, and went home 
to get his sachel. Knowing he would be 
stormed with questions when his resigna- 
tion reached the public he had decided upon 
a little vacation, and agreed to become the 
guest of ex-Salvationists at Wheaton. Maj. 
Blackhurst and Maj. Trumbull were also 
there last night, and were busy forging 
13 weapons for the onslaught upon 
atan. 

The same conservatism which has marked 
the falling away from Gen. Booth since the 
family trouble broke out still governs the 
soldiers. While professing the strongest af- 
fection and loyalty to Commander and Mrs, 
Ballington Booth, the retiring officers are 
loath to admit they are going directly into 
the volunteer service. Each says he expects 
to—some day—but none will say he has en-

Now 
there are thirty corps, two slum posts, a free 
dispensary, and a Rescue Home in progress, 
and the army before desertions began could 

easily march 1,000 soldiers.“ 


Wheaton Corps Deserts. 

Maj. Blackhurst was seen at Wheaton 
last night. He says it is more than probable 
‘Brig. Fielding will have the same position in 
the Volunteers he had in the old army. He 
will certainly be connected with the new 
army. Fielding is the warm personal friend 
of Ballington Booth and Blackhurst is cer- 
tain he will get his old place in the new or- 
ganization.

Why Berthelot Resigned. 


The Paris correspondent of the Times 
claims to have the best authority for the 
following explanation of the résignation of 
M. Berthelot as Minister of Foreign Affairs: 

“It appears,” he says, “that after M. 
Berthelot’s speech of March 19, which 
pledged in a definite way the policy of the 
government regarding Egypt and left noth- 
ing untouched upon, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor, Baron de Mohrenheim, made a commu- 
nication to the French Government in which, 
after formally declaring that he had scrupu- 
lously abstained from interfering in the do- 
mestic affairs of France, he pointed out that 
the present question was one of absolutely 
external interest in which was involved the 
common action of France and Russia, and 
that the codperation of Russia would natur- 
ally be sought. Consequently it seemed sur- 
prising that such a declaration should be 
made in the Chamber without having com- 
municated with the representative of Rus- 
sia, which left him no longer able to freely 
express an opinion. 

Prince Lobanoff-Rostovsky (the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs) hastened to ap- 
prove the attitude of the Russian Ambas- 
sador. 

“At the Cabinet meeting on Saturday M. 
Bourgeois communicated the forégoing to 
his colleagues in the ministry. It is un- 
known what occurred at the Cabinet coun- 
ceil, but M. Berfhelot, after announcing his 
intention to resign, quitted the council and 
has not returned to the Quai d’Orsay 
since.“ | 

Senators for Bourgeois. 

The Daily News Paris correspondent says: 
“A curious part of the situation is that 
while the Chamber adjourned until May 17 
the Senate will meet on April 21, in order 
to watch the foreign policy of the govern- 
ment, and to oversee the course it may fol- 
low regarding the municipal elections. 

The Senate dreads mostly the influence 
of the Radical government on the municipal 
elections. The third part of the Senators, 
whose terms are next to be renewed, happen 
to be Moderates and Conservatives. Should 
M. Bourgeois get Radical municipalities 
elected throughout France, but few of the 
outgoing Senators would be returned. This 
would mean should President Faure die or 
resign within four years a Radical Presi- 
dent of the republic, and perhaps a Radical 
revision of the constitution.” 

Why They Seek His Downfall. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Paris 
gays: The Bourgeois Cabinet will devote 
itself during the vacation to preparation for 
the municipal elections in May, which are 
especially important owing to the fact that 
the municipals form a majority of the con- 
stituency which elects the Senate. The Rad- 
icals and Socialists hope that these electors 
will favor the abolition of the Senate. This 
accounts, far more than any question of 
foreign policy, for the anxiety of the Oppor- 
tunists and Conservatives to eject the Bour- 
geois Ministry.“ 


HONOR TO AMERICAN MISSIONARIES, 


Complimentary Report on the Work 
Being Done in America. 

London, April 4.—The Duke of Argyle, 
President of the Armenian Relief Fund, and 
the Duke of Westminster, Chairman of the 
Executive committee, have issued a circular 
appealing for relief funds for Armenia, 
which pays a tribute to the work of Amer- 
ican missionaries, who, they say, with 
bravery have undertaken the work in the 
face of many difficulties and much discour- 
ugement and are wisely distributing relief 
from nineteen depots which Sir Philip Cur- 
rie, the British Ambassador, and Mr. Ter- 
rell, the United States Minister, have been 
the means of establishing.

CELEBRATED ROSTER CASE IS ENDED. 


Defendants Agree to Pay the Costs, 


Amounting to 83,00. 
Madison, Wis., April %.—[{Spectal.}—By 
stipulation of attorneys, the celebrated 
roster case of W. J. P. McFail and others 
as plaintiffs against ex-Gov. George W. 
Peck and ex-Attorney-General J. L. O’Con- 
nor; J. B. Doe, Assistant Secretary of War; 
State Senator R. M. Bashford, and Clarence 
L. Clark, private secretary to Gov. Peck, 
was today settled. 

The stipulation was signed, and the case 
will be dismissed by the Supreme Court at 
the next session. The case has been in the 
Supreme Court since the early part of 1894, 
the plaintiffs appealing from Judge Sie- 
becker’s order of a non-suit. By the terms 
of the stipulation the defendants are to pay 
all court costs, amounting to about $3,000. 

The case grows out of the following facts: 
Tracy Gibbs & Co., a Madison printing firm, 
advanced $10,000 to enable the Madison 
Times company to execute the contract 
given it by Gov. Peck to print 30,000 volumes 
of the roster of the Wisconsin soldiers, the 
total cost of which would have been some- 
thing over $50,000, and the net profit to the 
Times, it was claimed about $36,000.

At the Liberty Bell, No. 47 South Des- 
plaines street, Mr. Goodrich made affidavit 
on March 19 that he had fifty legal voters 
in the house. The poll books showed 150 
registered from there, and revision failed 
to remove any of their names. 

At Frank Bros.’ place, No. 17 South Hal- 
sted street, Mr. Frank made affidavit on 
March 19 there were fifteen voters there: 
after revision fifty-six names still remained 
on the registry as belonging there. 

At No. 89 South Halsted street J. Kelly, 
the proprietor, swore his house gave shelter 
to forty voters. On registration day the 
number purporting to live there was swelled 
to sixty-three. None were stricken off in 
the revision. 

E. N. Decker of the Mission basement 
made affidavit on the same date as the 
others that there were no regular lodgers 
in the place. The registration lists, how- 
every showed after revision seventeen had 
registered from there. 

Star Hotel Register. 

At the Star Hotel, No. 89 South Desplaines 
street, an affidavit was obtained from C. 
Cummings, the clerk, that the house had on 
March 19 144 guests, all voters. The number 
registering from there was 131, and 127 re- 
mained on the list after revision. The book 
in which guests names are supposed to be 
kept at this hotel was offered in evidence. It 
showed that on March b there were 76 living 
in the house, but on March 10 the number 
had heen increased to 146. 

The book was obtained by Frank Bush, a 
representative of the Civic Federation. He 
called at the hotel March 9 and asked the 
clerk to give him a list of the roomers en- 
titled to a vote. The clerk refused then to 
show his book, but asked Rush to return 
next day and he would have the information 
he sought ready for him. 

When Bush called the next day he found 
Cummings busily engaged in writing names 
in the book. Bush requested the clerk to let 
him take it and copy the names. The clerk 
handed the book over and Bush took it to 
federation headquarters. It is now in the 
hands of the Election Board. All the names 
under date of March 10 were evidently writ- 
ten by one person. Some are in blue pencil 
and some in black. 

At the Phoenix Hotel, No. 77 South Canal 
street, Joseph Conley, the clerk, swore to the 
presence of forty voters on March 19, while 
the revised registration list leaves fifty-two 
as having registered from that place. 

A. J. Frank, bartender at the Texas House, 
No. 100 South Desplaines street, swore 
March 19 there was not a lodger in the place. 
On registration day 100 registered from that 
number. After revision the polling list 
showed 127 voters as belonging there. 

Frank Bush testified he visited the Texas 
House on Thursday night, but did not find 
any one occupying the rooms, 

At Other Places. 


An affidavit was se¢ured from R. H. Rich- 
ter, manager of the Waverly House, No. 108 
South Desplaines street, that on March 19 
he had 110 lodgers, all voters. One hundred 
and fifty registered from there. 

At the Esplanade House, No. 23 West 
Madison street, the ada vit of W. H. Mur- 
phy, clerk, on March 19 showed there were 
seventy voters; the number registered from 
there was 125 and in the revision ninety- 
eight names were left on. : 

From No. 19 South Green street, where it 
is alleged not a single voter lives, twenty- 
eight were registered, and from No. 21, same 
street, a similar kind of house, thirty were 
registered.

JUDGE TULEY ON POWER 
JURIST SCORES THE ALDERMAN AT 
A WEST SIDE MEETING, 


He lares the Senior presen 
tive from the Nineteenth Ward 
Never Lost an Opportunity to Sell 
or Give Away the Rights of the Peo- 
ple by Questionable Legislation— 
He Urges the Voters te Elect a Man 
Who Has City’s Welfare in View. 
Ald. Powers’ record in the City Council was 

shown up last night at the West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall and his connection with 

certain alleged boodle ordinances, notably 
the Ogden Gas franchise, was given as a rea- 
son for his being turned down” on next 
Tuesday. A thousand residents of the ward 
filled the hall and shouted for W. J. Gleeson, 
their Aldermanic candidate. 


George E. Cole, President of the Municipal 
Voters’ League, presided. He made a few 
remarks on the purpose of the meeting and 
was followed by ex-Ald. Kosminski. Then 
Judge Tuley was introduced and was warmly 
welcomed. The J udge began with a tribute 
to Frank Lawler, saying he left an estate of 
only $7,000—a sufficient proof, considering 
the offices he held, that he was an honest 
man. It behooved the residents of the ward, 
the speaker said, to elect another honest 
man from the ward. 


1 Scores Ald, Powers. 
5 It has been said.“ continued Judge Tuley, 

the Aldermen of the Nineteenth Ward are 
no worse than the men who sent them to 
the Council. This is the severest possible 
criticism, and I do not-want to think it merit- 
ed. Take, for instance, the record of Ald. 
Powers. He has ever been on the side of 
corruption, A list of eleven boodle ordinances 
has been printed by the Chicago papers. I 
find Ald. Powers voted for the first, for the 
second, for every one to the eleventh. He 
never lost an opportunity to sell or give 
away the rights of the people. He found it 
to his interest to do 80. 

At this point some one began to hiss, but 
the hostile demonstration was drowned in 
applause, and the Judge continued: 

Look at some of these ordinances. The 
Universal Gas franchise was denounced as 
a boodle measure, and Powers was its cham- 
pion. Then there was the Ogden Gas ordi- 
nance. The measure was first introduced 
as the City and County Gas company’s peti- 
tion. It was thought advisable to grant the 
city one-third of the stock, but in its initial 
form it was promptly tabled. t was re- 
vived by Powers, who moved that the Ogden 
Gas company’s ordinance be substituted for 
it. Ald. Mann wanted Sec. 10, the one giv- 
ing the city one-third of the stock, retained 
in the measure, but to defeat this effort in 
the interest of the people Powers moved the 
whole matter be laid on the table, and he 
carried the day. 


Blocked by Powers. 


So with the General Electric ordinance. 
Ald. Mann strove to get a three-cent fare 
in the measure, and it was Powers again 
who defeated the effort in behalf of the 
people. We hear of Aldermen building $40,- 
000 houses on $3 a week, and I should like 
to know if the Alderman of the Nineteenth 
Ward is not in the list. It is for you to put 
an end to this disgraceful state of affairs 
by electing a man from the ranks of the 
honest workers and not from the circle of 
ringsters.“ 

W. J. Gleeson was welcomed with cheers 
and was immediately called upon for a 
speech. He said he had laid bricks for 
thirty years and was out of his element on 
the rostrum. He wished, however, to pledge 
to the people his best work in the Council. 
His platform was simple. He was opposed 
to contract work in the city. He would 
favor the employment of none but Amer- 
ican citizens. He stood for eight hours’ 
labor and $2 a day as the minimum pay. 
No vote of his, he said, would ever be cast 
toward the granting of franchises for which 
the city did not receive ample compensation. 

The people may not know who I am or 
where I live,” said he in conclusion, but 
I mean they shall learn who I am and where 
I work—in the Council.”

HARLAN MAKES A WARM SPEECH. 


He Pays Particular Attention te John 
H. Colvin, 

John M. Harlan, Republican candidate for 
Alderman from the Twenty-second Ward, 
addressed a meeting at Sigel and Sedgwick 
streets last evening.

Mrs. Aurelia Andre, an old resident of Chi- 
cago and a friend of Edgar Allan Poe, died 
on Wednesday at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Minnie A. Phelps, No. 344 Monroe 
street. 

Mrs. Andre, whose husband, Maj. Andre, 
was a direct descendent of the English offi- 
cer of the revolutionary days, lived for 
many years in Fordham, N. T. Poe was 
a frequent caller at the house, where he 
would spend hours playing with the children. 
Mrs. Andre was always a stanch defender 
of the poet’s memory. She always denied the 
story that his sudden death was consequent 
upon excessive drinking, asserting it was 
the result of apoplexy. Poe was the god- 
father of one of her children.

Senator Waterman indorsed the Cheshire 
amendment for adjournment sine die, and it 
was carried by the vote of 36 to 12. 

Senator Rowen filed a motion to recon- 
sider, but withdrew it, and the resolution 
was sent to the House. There Speaker By- 
ers called it up, and it was put on its passage 
without debate. 

The vote stood: 

Yeas, 51. 

Nays, 37. 

This action throws the further considera- 
tion of the code over to the regular session 
of the Legislature in 1898, unless Gov. Drake 
calis an extra session for next winter.

Engrossed in Electing J. M. Perkins 
of Harvard as President, the Men- 
bers of the Convention Forget the 
Banquet and R. T. Lincoln and d. B. 
Adams, Their Invited Orators, Who 
Finally Go Away—Addresses by Zen- 
ator Thurston and Others. 

The fifth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Republican College League, which was 
held yesterday, will go down in history as. 


important for things it did not do as well as 


for those accomplished. 

At the afternoon session an attempt was 
made to boom Maj. McKinley’s candidacy 
for the Presidency. The attempt fell flat in 
committee and was shelved, much to the 
chagrin of the cohorts of the Little Major. 

The next most important failure to act was 
in connection with the annual banquet at the 
Auditorium. Robert Todd Lincoln and 
George E. Adams felt they were not properly 
received by the college young men, and did 
not deliver the speeches which they had pre- 


pared for the occasion. | 

The two omissions caused quite as mueh 
comment as did any of the acts of a lively 
session. The meeting in Steinway Hall was 
much after the style of an oratorical foot- 


ball match. 

Denies Maj. McKinley. 

The friends of the Ohio Major tried early 
in the game to have the league declare for 
their favorite. An open discussion as to the 
merits of the candidate was prevented by 
the friends of the other men, who had all 
resolutions referred to a committee without 


being read. 

During the session of that committee Maj. 
McKinley’s name came up for discussion 
and a scheme was launched which was in- 
tended to carry the convention, by storm, in- 
to,the camp of Mark Hanna and Ohio’s fa- 
vorite son. But there were others. The 
Maine, and Iowa, and Illinois, and New 
York, and some other favorite sons had 
friends on the committee and a big row was 


at once under way. 

The withdrawal of the McKinley resolution 
calmed affairs for a time. Afterwards there. 
was an attempt to test the feeling of the dele- 
gates by reference to Maj. McKinley in one 
of the speeches. This also failed, not a 
‘cheer being forthcoming, although on other 
subjects the enthusiasm was equal to that 
on a football field when a star play was being 
carried out. a 

Forget Lincoln and Adams. 


While McKinley was being ignored in 
full meeting Robert Todd Lincoln and 
George E. Adams were having some troubles 
of their own. The convention kept itself 
busy until long after the dinner hour and 
the annual banquet was forgotten. 

Among the speakers announced for the 
evening was Mr. Lincoln, who had looked 
up the authorities and was prepared to talk 
about Our Foreign Relations.“ Having 
had more or less experience in that line at 
the court of St. James, his address was 
looked forward to with much pleasure by the 
college young men. . 

Another number on the program was a 
speech on The Question of the Hour,” by 
E. A. McAlpin. Congressman McAlpin could 
not come, and as George E. Adams evident- 
ly knew what question was referred to he 
had kindly consented to tell what he knew 
about it. George E. Adams was with Rob- 
ert Todd Lincoln. 

The banquet was set for 6:30 o'clock, and 
at that hour Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Adams 
were in the Auditorium parlors, ‘without 
their dinners, and waiting to be received in 
a becoming manner. The college young 
men had not finished their meeting and were 
also without their dinners. 


Tracing Committee. 


When the college boys went to the Au- 
ditcrium they waited for Mr. Lincoln and 
Mr. Adams for over an hour. They did not 
arrive. Several members of the league were 
appointed a Tracing committee. 
ported at 8:30 o'clock that they could not 
find the two speakers. The last seen of 
them was when they left the Auditorium to- 
gether to go to the Chicago club. At that 
place it was learned Mr. Lincoln had his 
supper. Whether Mr. Adams was with him 
or not there was no record. 

Several officers of the league said they 
were sorry the two speakers would not stay 
to a Republican dinner and waive ceremony 
for a time for the sake of the cause. 
Lincoln and Mr. Adams could not be found 
to g@ve their version of the affair. 

The banquet went along all right after it 
once started. It was the fifth annual event 
of thé kind and was more elaborate than any 
of its predecessors. L. Brent Vaughan, 
‘President of the league, was the presiding 
officer and made the opening address, and 
then introduced Charles W. Raymond. 


Raymond Tells How to Win. 


The speech of C. W. Raymond of Watseka 
was epigrammatic. His theme was protec- 
tion, and William McKinley was his candi- 
date. He asked the question, How shall 
we win?” and then answered his own query 
as follows: 

By being true to the best thought ef the 
Union. By standing four square to the best 
ideas of government. By keeping in har- 
mony with the principles of liberty and jus- 
tice. By keeping close to the common peo- 
ple of the republic. By proclaiming that 
every dollar bearing the stamp of the re- 
public shall be the equivalent of any other 
dollar, whether of gold, silver, or paper, 
found anywhere on the face of the globe. 
By pledging to every man every right guar- 
anteed to him by the Constitution of our 
country. 

By keeping the flag of the Union full 
high in the sky and forever. By demand- 
ing that the ballot box of the republic shall 
be held as sacred as the Savior’s sepulcher. 
By insisting that the Monroe doctrine shall 
become as much a part of our political life 
and law as the Declaration of Independence. 
By declaring that the rights of property 
must be held as sacred as the rights of the 
people. By demanding that the law of the 
land shall be administered equally against 
all for the like benefit of all, maintaining 
the dignity and honor of the best citizenship 
of the grandest Nation of history. 


Foreign Policy. 


“ By declaring that if some friendly isl- 
ands of the sea shall raise over their land 
the flag of the Union—the constant emblem 
of freedom—and proclaim their desire to be- 


come a part of the republic—that the man 


who orders it down shall not be held in the 
fondest regards of the American people. By 
declaring that all countries fighting for- in- 
dependence ay loak-te dur flag and know 
that u Republican administration 

ll find hearts beating in unison with 
theirs. 

“ By declaring that the business of Con- 
gress shall be conducted upon the same plan 
and lines as that of the best business houses 
of this the best city on the continent. By in- 
sisting that the machinery of the govern- 
ment shall be run for the benefit of the poor 
as well as the rich. By bringing all sec- 
tions of the country together in harmony 
and unity—quickening all branches of com- 
merce and establishing again and for all 
the future an era of good feeling in the re- 
public. By demanding that every promise 
made by the country in her hour of need to 
the boys who marched out under her flag 
to save her shall be fulfilled in every letter 
and in a generous spirit.“ 

While advocating McKinley as the apostle 
of protection the speaker.advised loyalty to 
the nominee, whoever he might be. 


Senator Thurston’s Speech. 


Senator John M. Thurston responded to 
the toast, The Republican Party.“ 

This party, he said, always stood for the 
right. Born of the necessities of the time, 
with the task of saving the Nation from de- 
struction, it bravely did its duty, and when 
the rebellion had been crushed it took up 
the problem of the restoration and building 
up of the Union on peaceful lines. It was 
the one great instrument which brought the 
people together again under one flag and 
paved the way for great national prosperity.

One of the most significant incidents of 
the session of the American Republican 
College League convention yesterday never 
got beyond the committee room.

Rock Island, III., April 3.—{Special.j—At 
the Bastian farm today Sheriff Heminway 
and Deputy Force, while pursuing their in- 
vestigation, discovered hidden in a manger 
of hay a gallon jug of kerosene and under 
the floor of the cew shed two square iron 
bolts covered with blood stains, 

The finding of the ofl seems to confirm 
the idea that Bastian was implicated in the 
burning of the McLaughlin barn on the farm 
which adjoins his own. A rusty revolver 
was also unearthed a short distance from 
the barn. 

The sister of Bastian was subjected to 
an examination of three hours in length 
before State’s-Attorney Searle, Deputy Cor- 
oner Eckhart, and Deputy Sheriff, Hull, but 
gave no new evidence in either the case of 
Lauderbach or Kushman. She admitted 
that ten years ago a hired man of her fath- 
er’s, who at that time had charge of the 
farm, disappeared, leaving both money and 
clothes, which had never been called for. 
His name was Ernest Mines and he makes 
the fifth in the list. 

The Coroner’s jury after the inquest on 
the remains of John Lauderbach returned 
a verdict that death was the result of blows 
from some blunt instrument wielded by 
Henry Bastian, with malice and intent to 
murder.

SESSION. 


North Central Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools Meets. 
The first annual meeting of the North 
Central Association of colleges and Sunday 
Schools was begun yesterday afternoon in 

Cobb Hall, at the University of Chicago. 

President William I. King of Cornell 
opened the exercises with prayer, which was 
followed by an address of welcome by Pres- 
ident Harper of the University of Chicago. 
President James B. Angell of Michigan 
University, President of the association, 
then made the annual address. 

In the absence of President Charles K. 
Adams of the University of Wisconsin 
President Edward D. Eaton of Beloit Col- 
lege outlined the report of the New England 
committee, which favors four years of his- 
tory in the secondary schools. In the dis- 
cussion which followed all spoke against the 
multiplication of already oppressive college 
requirements. It was finally voted to leave 
the question of requirements in history to 
a committee of five, to report at the next 
meeting of the association. 

A nominating committee, consisting of 
President Rogers, Prof. Swan, Prof. Dewey, 
Mr. Greeson, and Mr. Dougherty, was ap- 
pointed, to report today, and President 
Draper, President Schaeffer, and Mr. Botts 
were named a committee to report on the 
time for the next meeting. 

At the close of the session the visiting 
members were entertained at dinner in 
Haskell Museum by the President and fac- 
ulty of the University of Chicago.

MUST WORK FOR 


SCHOOL CENSUS PAY-ROLL. 


mission Before He Takes Any Ac- 
tion—This, However, Cannot Be Ob- 
tained, as the Board of Education 
Made the Appointments Without 
the Approval of That Body. 

The refusal of Controller Wetherell to 
honor the school censug pay-roll led to no 
end of negotiations yesterday, but they 
were all fruitiéss. Supt. Stanford pleaded 
with the Controller and then with the Civil 
Service Commission; Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Dupuy communed with Attorney 
Morrill of the Board of Education; and At- 
torney Morrill labored with the Controller, 
but the Controller declares he will not pay 
the school census canvassers. 

Auditor Custer of the Board of Education 
made out two pay-rolls for the census em- 
ployés. One of these was for the Superin- 
tendent and ten clerks, and amounted to 
$885. The other was for 106 canvassers, 
and amounted to $1,707. The first pay-roll 
slipped through the Controller's hands with- 
out his noticing its character, and conse- 
quently the Superintendent and clerks have 
all been paid. But when Mr. Wetherell got 
his eyes on the canvassers’ pay-roll he was 
overwhelmed with doubts concerning its 
legality, and made Auditor Custer take it 
to the Civil Service Commission for approv- 
al. But Auditor Custer returned with the 
information the commission would have 
nothing to do with it. 

No¢ Under Civil Service Rules. 

Controller Wetherell said yesterday: The 
refusal of the Commissioners to certify the 


correctness of the pay-roll leaves me just 
where I was before. They may have refused 
because the canvassers were not appointed 
according to civil service regulations, or be- 
cause they were not amenable to these regu- 
lations; the Commissioners do not say which. 
Consequently I shall not pay this pay-roll 
until I have examined the legal aspects of 
the matter deliberately, and found some way 
to protect myself. If Corporation Counsel 
Reale were here, and advised me to allow it 
as he did several months ago in the case of 
the school janitors and engineeers, I would 
pay it. But he is down in Indiana chasing 
ducks through the Kankakee swamps, and 
I am not at all sure the advice of his assist- 
ant, Mr. Dupuy, would protect me. Mr. 
Dupuy, in addition to advising me, would 
have to convince me, before I would permit 
the ment. 8 

7 This case is different from the case of the 
engineers and janitors, who are permanent 
employés and are elected by the board, while 
these canvassers are temporary employés 
and are appointed by Supt. Stanford. Then 
I am tired anyway of paying doubtful pay- 
rolls. Mr. Beale and Mr. Morrill promised 
me months ago they would bring about an 
adjudication of this question, and they have 
not done so. I must make a stand some- 
| where, and I have concluded that I might as 
well make it here. 

“The Board of Education might have 
avoided this trouble in two ways. It might 
have engaged Supt. Stanford to take the 
school census on a contract; or it might have 
applied to the Civil Service Commission for 
clerks and oanvassers, and when they 
learned there were none ready, they would 
then have had the right to appoint whoin 
they pleased. But you gee the board pur- 
posely refrained from is last course be- 
cause it would not adpfit the authority of 
the Civil Service Com ion. So there the 
board is, and I do not yet see how it is to be 
extricated.”’ 

Commissioners Refuse Approval. 

Wheh Supt. Stanford visited the Commis- 
sioners and laid his embarrassment before 
‘them they politely laughed at his calamity. 
He asked them at least to say to Controller 
Wetherell they had no objection to his pay- 
ing these canvassers. But President Clarke 
explained that either the canvassers were 
outside of the civil service or else had been 
appointed in defiance of its regulations, and 
in either case the Commissioners would 
stultify themselves to say they had no objec- 
tion to the Controller paying them. 

The probability is that Controller Wether- 
ell, after delaying the matter long enough to 
compel attention to the necessity of a legal 
proceeding to determine the relation of the 
Board of Education to the Civil Service 
Commission, will pay the canvassers. In 
the meanwhile the canvassers are optimistic. 
Not one of them yesterday threw up his job 
or expressed uneasiness about his pay. 

The gravest aspect of this muddle ts the 
effect it may have on the distribution of the 
State school fund.. The ostensible object of 
the census is the collection of statistics for 
the guidance of the State Auditor, who, with 
the census as a basis, determines the city's 
proportion of this fund. As the city is en- 
titled to probably $175,000 it would be a se- 
rious matter for the city to lose its portion, 
as it will do unless the statistics are for- 
warded by July. On the other hand, it is said 
the only item of information the Auditor is 
entitled to is the nuniber of children under 
21 years of age and that the board is entitled 
to estimate the number in any way it pleases. 

Some of the canvassers complain of u- 
treatment at many of the houses where they 
call. The servants, they say, are invariably 
polite, but the mistresses are surly and sus- 
picious to a marked degree. 


BIDS FOR NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Among Them a Twenty-seven-Room 
Addition to the Franklin. 

Owing to the solemnities of Good Friday 
only Mr. Kohtz and Mr. Miller were present 
yesterday at the-meeting of the Buildings 
and Grounds committee of the Board of Ed- 
ucation. A large amount of routine business 
was disposed of, but will have to be ratified 
by the other members of the committee be- 
fore it is reported to the board. Bidg were 
opened for the twenty-seven-room building 
at Sedgwick and Goethe streets, designed 
as an addition to the Fraklin School, and for 
a ten-room school building at Hermitage 
avenue and Sixty-first street. The bids 
were on the separate parts of the work, and 
the contracts were given to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidders, leaving it to the business 
manager to decide who they were. A few 
bids on school sites were opened, but were 
laid over. The architect was authorized to 
advertise for bids for the erection of a new 
school building at Blue Island avenue and 
West Thirteenth street, and for an addition 
to the Scanlan School building.

WOMEN FIRST WORE TROUSERS. 


Wife of a College President Advocates 
Them as Well as Bloomers. 
Abingdon, III., April 3.—[Special.}—Mrs. 
Dr. Evans, wife of the President of Hedding 
College, when seen tonight reiterated the 
statement she had made before the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Unions of the 
county on Thursday that women first wore 
trousers and that men subsequently adopted 


them. 

Mrs. Evans said for twenty years she has 
been making a careful study of the sub- 
ject. ‘‘ The coming woman,“ she said, will 
not be a slave to dress and fashion. She 
will be a properly dressed and Christian 
woman. It is true I said women were the 
first to wear the bifurcated garment or 
trousers, and in support of my position I 
read this quotation from the Arena of Au- 
gust, 1804: The fact is that trousers were 
a purely feminine invention for her own 
special wearing, and man was actually re- 
proached by his contemporaries for copying 
feminine fashions when he first began to 
adopt trousers for his attire. Since it is 
thus established that the bifurcated gar- 
ment was a feminine invention for female 
attire, woman in returning to divided skirts 
or Oriental trousers will merely return to 
a perfectly womanly, eminently sensible, 
fashion of her own original creation.“ 

“I think it is entirely proper for her to 
wear bloomers for the bicycle. There are 
many objections to the regulation dress cos- 
tume. Privately I recommend bloomers for 
women engaged in housework. They are 
not in the way, they are light in weight, and 
are suspended from the shoulder. There is 
nothing to be held up in ascending or de- 
scending stairs, and if a caller comes I have 
a loose and flowing garment that can be 
quickly thrown on and will conceal the 
bloomers. 

How many women have I seen weighted 
down with clothes, doing heavy housework 
that would be much easier if the clothing did 
not impede them. We have at least 100 giris 
here and I talk to them frequently about 
dress. Many of them ride the bi- 
cycle, and I not only do not, ob- 
ject to their wearing bloomers, but I 
even recommend it. I do not approve of 
corsets or tight lacing of any kind. We have 
two works on dress from which we give the 
girls instruction, and we also give them 
gymnasium exercises, instruction in hy- 
giene, and recommend plain practical food, 
and as a consequence many girls who have 
come here semi-invalids have left us strong 
and healthy. 

“As for dress, I believe the old-fashioned 
Greek way of support—that is, from the 
shoulders and not from the hips—is the bet- 
ter. There should be a flowing looseness of 
the garment over the stomach. This is one 
reason in favor of the trousers. The burden 
comes on the shoulders and not on the hips, 

“I also discard heels for shoes, and none 
of our girls here wear heeled shoes. Re- 
garding-dress many of the giris follow my 
advice and wear a dress of the empress 
style. I doh't believe in a woman looking 
ugly, but think that the material and color 
of her clothing should be such as to enhance 
her natural beauty. A

Minneapolis, Minn.—No_ reliable . esti- 
mate has been made of the fall 
plowing and opinions vary. Southern Min- 
nesota has probably plowed more for wheat 
than the previous year, but Minnesota and 
the Dakotas are way behind. Great hopes 
were had for the plowing this spring, but the 
cold weather and snow of the last few days 
will certainly retard spring plowing. Some 
reliable wheat men estimate that in North- 
ern Minnesota, North and South Dakota, the 
fall plowing was not more than 33 1-3 per 
cent what it was.the year before. Others 
say that it was about one-half, while some 
place the proportion at 60 per cent. All 
agree that plowing is away behfnd, and the 
total acreage will be less than the year 
previous unless the weather changes im- 
mediately, Last fall was exceedingly dry, 
and the farmers were also busy with their 
heavy crops. For these reasons they did 
not. pay as much. attention to’ plowing, as 
they ordinarily do, depending on an early 
spring. They are now experiencing the 
worst weather of the winter, and the pros- 
pects for spring plowing cannot be said to 
be good. 5 

Mankate, Minn., April 3.—I Special. I— All 
spring wheat acreage in this section of the 
State was plowed last fall, weather being 
such that work was excellently done. Pros- 
pects for seeding are Ground will 
be in condition as soon as it driese@off, 
Barring this week no rain has fallen since 
last September. Ten days ago some few 
farmers sowed small fields of wheat. The 
ground is now covered with an inch of snow. 

Ortonville, Minn.—Not to exceed one- 
third of the wheat acreage was 
plowed in this county last fall, and 
farmers are getting anxious to get on to 
their fields. Many will seed on their corn 
land without plowing. The wheat acreage 
will not be so large as last year, because it 
will be impossible to get the plowing done 
early enough.

Little Falls, Minn.—Owing to the un- 
usually large crops of grain and yegeta- 
bles in 18U5 the farmers of Morrison County 
were able to do only a part of the usual fall 
plowing. Consequently there was a short- 
age of probably 30 per cent in the work. It 
is the general intention of farmers here to 
increase their wheat acreage this spring. 
The seeding will not begin for some time yet, 
as heavy snow is now on the ground. 


From South Dakota. 


Aberdeen, 8. D.—Experience has demon- 
strated that crops do better in this section 
on spring plowing than on fall., Conse- 
quently there was little plowing fast fall. 
Not to exceed 15 or 20 per cent of spring 
wheat acreage, and considerably under av- 
erage of other years. This does not augur 
or decrease crop acreage the coming season, 
as farmers all agree that if farm work gets 
under way next week the acreage to cereals 
and vegetables will be greater than last 
year. If cold, stormy weather, at present 
prevailing, continues ten days or two weeks 
longer, acreage will be about the same as 
last season’s. Farmers generally have good 
supply of seed grains, and have everything 
in readiness for sowing campaign. Ground 
is in fine condition, and seed when sown is 
bound to get a good start. The potatoes 
acreage will show some falling off. 

Mitchell, S. D.—Fully one-half of plowing 
for spring wheat was done last fall. The ir- 
rigation experiments with artesian wells in 
this and adjoining counties tend to lessen 
tall plowing, as the water is allowed to run 
on land all winter, and plowing done in 
spring. Probably 100 wells were put down in 
Davidson County last winter. Spring wheat 
acreage is one-third above an average, owing 
to large amount corn planted last year, and 
failure of that crop stubble turned over for 
spring wheat. Owing to lack of moisture 
this winter very little spring plowing has 
been accomplished, but the late rains and 
heavy snows of the last few days will start 
it with a rush. 

Early Plowing. 

Sioux Falls, 8. D.—In Southeastern Da- 
kota, owing to the dry weather last fall, 
the acreage of plowing for spring wheat 
was 20 per cent less than an average. Much 
early spring plowing has, however, been 
done and about 15 per cent of the acreage 
has been sown. This was sown before the 
heavy rains of a week ago and the snow and 
sleet of Tuesday, which is particularly 
auspicious for that sown. In the last ten 
days three inches of water have fallen and 
the ground is in better condition for spring 
plowing and seeding than it has been in

"Ta Crosse, Wis.—Both grain buyers and 
lumber sellers have had careful reports 
from Southern Minnesota and Sopth Dakota 
on crop prospects. They agree that al-

; All that has to be done before that 200 
millions is transferred from the English 
bank to the American heirs, is for the lat- 
ter to find one or two missing links—to 
prove, for instance, to the satisfaction of the 
critical lawyers that such-and-such a Drake 
was the son of his father. Many people 
have spent much time and some money in 
the search for these missing links, believ- 
ing years ago, as they do today, that next 
week or next month they will get to the end 
of the rainbow and find the gold which is 
buried there.

The Bank of England, which was 
not founded until long after Drake had 
passed off the scene, does not hold and 
never did hold any money belonging to his 
heirs,

. Features ot the Model 

House Provided by the Feminine 
Clube of the City—Condition of 
Those Who Seek the Shelter of the 
ries—Deserted Wives and Children 
Left to Struggle Alone. 

An interesting feature of the Model Lodg- 
ing-House, No. 166 West Polk street, run 
by the women’s clubs of the city, is its reg- 
ister. In this are written the name, age, oc- 
cupation, nationality, and something of the 
condition of those who obtain shelter there. 

A glance through its pages carries to the 
thoughtful mind several syggestions. One 
is that a woman who has reached middle 
age without having provided for herself a 
home or laid up for herself a treasure of 


love somewhere in the hearts of her chil- 


dren or friends is to be pitied. Fully nine- 
tenths of the women who apply for shelter 
at the lodging-house have passed the merid- 
ian of life and ere descending into the 
shades ofa lonely and impecunious old 


age. 

They find their way thither from the po- 
lice stations, from the railway stations, and 
from the County Hospital. The large num- 
ber of entries from this last named place 
suggests there ought to be a convalescent 
ward attached to the County Hospital, where 
those who are weak from recent iliness 
could stay until they regain their strength, 

No Useful Woman Turned Away. 


Even at the lodging-house women®oming 
from the hospital are not supposed to re- 
main without paying 15 cents a night or its 
equivalent in work. And at the end of two 
weeks they are expected to have obtained 
work and to make way for others to come. 
As a matter of fact, no woman has been 
turned away who can make herself useful 
in some capacity, either in sewing, making 
beds, sweeping, or in the laundry. | 

Many women find their way to the lodging- 
house from the railway stations. A few of 
these come from choice. They are usually 
from the country or from villages, and are 
too timid to go alone toa hotel. The mat- 
rons at the stations dfrect them, and often 
they arrive with several children to remain 
over night, leaving the next morning for 
their destination. 

Members of the various women's clubs, all 
of which are interested in the lodging-house, 
frequently send unfortunate ones there. 
Then there is a list of chronic or regular 
patrons, women who come and go and al- 
ways come again. Some of these women, it 
has been discovered, have homes, but they 
refuse to stay in them for some reason.

They are Bohemians in the truest sense of 
the word. They sometimes have a trade or 
occupation or tney canvass, and in that way 
earn enough to keep soul and body together. 

On the register are noted women of every 
occupation from scrubwomen to dime mu- 
seum freaks, and even tramp printers. 
Some are ignorant and coarse and many 
have seen better days, but whose natural 
ability has failed to fulfill what their advan- 
tages promised. 

Deserted Wives. 


Then there are the unfortunate ones who 
have been overwhelmed with accidents, sick- 
néss, and misfortune. Among the last named 
come the “‘ deserted wives. And this word 
appears so often on the register the officials 
there declare the pillory of some such rem- 
edy should be the punishment of the man 
who deserts a woman and little children and 
leaves them helpless in the world. 

The Lodging House contains twenty-four 
rooms. They are crowded every night, and 
more room will have to be provided for the 
ever-increasing demand. 

‘There are 2,000 names in the register, but 
the matron, Mrs. E. Norton, says from long 
experience that not all of the names are 
genuine. She made this explanation: 

“Sometimes old ladies have queer fads. 
In many cases they have had two or more 
husbands, and they have been known to 
register under one name and afterwards 
the other. Occasionally some poor soul who 
has been abused by her husband or deserted 
prefers, quite excusably, too, to register un- 
der her maiden name, the only evidence re- 
maining, doubtless, to recall happy days. 
Each entry is numbered, so that the resi- 
dents are occasionally known by their num- 
bers as well as by their names. 


Some of the Records. 


Here are a few of the sample records which 
give a general idea of the entries. They are 
the stories as told by the -women them- 
selves: 

No. 9. Staid one night; found situation in 
dime museum, in what capacity not known. 

No. 15. A deserted wife. 

No. 20. Step-father had turned her out 
of doors. 

No. 33. Came from depot out of money, 
on her way from Omaha to Toledo—hunting 
husband. 

** No. 44. Came from County Hospital; ten- 
dons in legs drawn up: had to return to hos- 
pital and was sent to Dunning.
